Democratic Feeler 
About Vandenberg^ 
Successor Bared 


LANSING — (ZP) — A Demo­ 
cratic move, to sound out senti­ 
ment regarding a possible succes­ 
sor for ailing Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg stirred up a political 
furore today. 
Gov. Williams called it “an un­ 
fortunate incident, caused by 
a 
leak of confidential information.” 
Congressman 
George 
Meader, 
first-term Republican from Ann 
Arbor, had written to the gover­ 
nor asking about questionnaires 
reportedly 
sent 
by 
Democratic 
State Chairman Neil Staebler to 
the party’s county chairmen. 


All In Confidence 


The questionnaires asked 
the 
county leaders which of nine can­ 
didates they would prefer in the 
event that Williams should have 
to name a replacement for Van­ 
denberg, seriously ill at his Grand 
Rapids home. 
Meader, writing from Washing­ 
ton, called the reported action “a 
disregard of decency.” 
At Ann Arbor, Staebler said the 
lettters had been sent out in strict­ 
est confidence. 
“I am shocked to learn 
that 
Rep. Meader is 
attempting 
to 
make political capital out of 
a 


matter that we all agreed should 
not be discussed publicity,” 
he 
said. 
“I only 
asked 
for 
informal 
guidance from the rank and file 
of the party and have received 
it.”

Williams declined further com­ 
ment “on anything pertaining to 
an appointment to an office where 
no vacancy exists.”

By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON—VO—The Tru­ 
man administration

$80,000,000 military aid program 
for Latin America. This was learn­ 
ed today in advance of the opening 
here of an int cr-American fQreign 
ministers conference. 
Th first session of the confer­ 
ence gets underway at about 3:30 
p. rn , EST, with an address by 
President Truman. The American 
chief executive was expected to 
make an appeal for tight unity of 
w e s t e r n 
hemisphere . nations 
against 
the 
worldwide 
Soviet 
Communist threat. 
Help Carry Load 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, American member of the con- 
ference, has as his chief objective 
in the meeting an agreement that 
the central and south American 
nations will build up their mil­ 
itary strength so that they can 
carry a greater share of the load 
of hemisphere defenses, now borne 
chiefly by the U. S. 


Ski Lift Gives 
Way; 20 Injured 


Passengers Tumble 
Down Mountainside 
VANCOUVER, B. C.,—‘(TP)— A 
ski lift on Grouse mountain col­ 
lapsed yesterday and sent pas­ 
sengers tumbling down the moun­ 
tainside injuring an estimated 20 
persons. 
Five were seriously hurt. 
The lift’s I 1» inch steel cable 
jumped the wheel controlling 
it 
when a passenger chair “swung 
out of control,” Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police said. 
Skiers 
and 
tourists 
tumbled 
helter-skelter to the hard-packed 
snow 20 feet below' the lifi chairs. 
Heavy snow at the upper levels of 
the mountain, on the north shore 
of Bullard 
Inlet, 
saved 
many 
more from serious injury. 
Volunteers worked far into the 
night to bring the injured to the 
loot of the slope, where ambul­ 
ances were waiting. 
Six hundred feet of Hie cable 
collapsed. 


Florists Exempted 
From Price Control 
WASHINGTON — I/Th — The 
government today exempted the 
florist industry from price control. 
The order goes into effect tomor­ 
row. 
The order issued by the Office 
of Price Stabilization said the ex­ 
emption applies to 
“cut 
greens 
when used for decorative purposes, 
nursery stock, 
natural 
flowers, 
and floral products.” 


Latin American governments in 
pre-conference 
exchanges 
have 
made clear that if they are lo in­ 
crease 
their 
military establish­ 
ments they will require American 
help. This has confronted the slate 
and defense departments with the 
qystion of how help may be pro- 
\ a. sd. 
Informed officials said today re­ 
cent discussions have resulted in 
a tentative agreement to seek final 
White House approval for an arms 
aid program—somewhat similar to 
but far smaller than that for wes­ 
tern Europe—of about $80,000,000. 
The European program runs into 
many billions. 
Up To Congress 
This recommendation, assuming 
White House approval, would go 
to Congress in a catch-all $11.- 
000,000,000 foreign aid bill which 
Mr. Truman is expected to place 
before the nation’s law'makers late 
next month. Congress would make 
the final decision. 
The kind of military situation 
which the U. S. is trying to fore­ 
stall in this hemisphere developed 
in World War Two. At that time 
140.000 U. S. offerers and men had 
to be diverted from other duties 
to guard the Panama Canal 
ap­ 
proaches and South Atlantic area 
against possible 
German or Jap­ 
anese action. 


MacArthur And 
Truman Regime 
Tangle Again 


General Talks Too 
M uch In Tokyo

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
dispute that rages between Gen­ 
eral Douglas MacArthur and the 
Trumaix administration over how 
to win Inc Korean war has reach­ 
ed fever heat again. 
The admin­ 
istration may shortly ask the Gen­ 
eral to clear

anything he says involving broad 
foreign policy issues. 
This may or may not prove ac­ 
ceptable to ''MacArthur, but state 
department officials as

some others with great influence 
at the White House privately say 
something must be done to pre­ 
vent a repetition of last week’s 
exchange of shocks 
and 
harsh 
words between Tokyo and Wash­ 
ington. 
Bids For Peace Talks 
President 
Truman 
circulated 
last December a 
firm, 
govern­ 
ment-wide 
directive 
declaring 
that any statement on foreign pol­ 
icy by any official or employe of 
the government in a speech, arti­ 
cle or 
other 
public 
utterance, 
should be cleared with the state 
department.

Austrian credited with discover­ 
ing Argentina’s new cheap meth­ 
od of producing atomic 
energy 
told foreign newsmen about it for 
three hours yesterday but added 
little detail and no proof to what 
President 
Juan 
D. 
Peron 
an­ 
nounced Saturday. 
The scientist is Ronald Richter, 
42. now an Argentine citizen. He 
said, as did Peron, that Argentina 
would use the process 
not 
for 
bombs but in a long-range pro­ 
gram to provide industrial power. 
Peron announced Saturday that 
“controlled” 
atomic energy hud 
been liberated by fusion of atoms 
under enormous heat, as contrast­ 
ed 
with 
“uncontrolled” 
energy 
liberated by U. S. atomic explo­ 
sions produced by splitting the 
atom. 
President Peien was obviously 
annoyed by foreign scepticism re­ 
garding the Argentine discovery. 
Wiiting 
for 
the 
semi-official 
newspaper, Democracia, he said: 
“ I am not interested in what the 
United States or any other coun­ 
try in the world thinks.” 
(Many American and European 
scientists have expressed 
strong 
doubts about the discovery claim­ 
ed by Argentina. Some said it ap­ 
peared to be only an enlargement 
of recent predictions that the re­ 
action by which the sun produces 
heat might become a source of 
power. American scientists say it 
is possible to produce this reac­ 
tion—fusion 
of 
two 
atoms 
to 
make a Jai get atom—only on a 
tiny laboratory acale. None held 


to 
produce controlled power.

New Tax Bills 
Up In Lansing 


Lawmakers End Their 
10-Day Recess 


LANSINCJ—IV}—Michigan’s leg­ 
islature returns to the tax debate 
this week after IO days of respite. 
The House Roads and Bridges 
committee is expected 
to report 
out the Michigan good roads fed­ 
eration bills jacked up again to a 
two-cent-a-gallon increase in the 
gasoline tax. 
The Senaie voted 
for a cent-and-a-half boost. 
Tile Senate will vote on a bill to 
increase the intangibles tax 
$2,- 
000,000 a year at the expense ot the 
small loan and finance compan­ 
ies and peg the local governments’ 
share of the tax at 
$10,000,000. 
This year they got $11,800,000. 
The lawmakers return tomorrow 
night after a long Easter weekend 
recess. 
Before the week ends, Governor 
Williams expects to have another 
conference with key legislators on 
the tax issue—how much and how. 
The House tomorrow night will 
vote on a proposal for a constitu­ 
tional convention 
to 
revise 
the 
state’s constitution, but it is not 
expected to pass. 
The lower House also will pass 
on a more popular measure, a bill 
fixing prison sentences of 20 years 
to life for selling narcotics to min­ 
ors. It is an outgrowth of raids in 
Detroit and Flint 
against 
those 
who sold dope to ’teen-agers.

Allied Army Ready 
To Cross Border

TOKYO— I ZP)—United 
Nations 
troops solidified their lines on the 
western front in Korea today and 
drove rapidly north toward the 
38th parallel. 
Allied forces moved east from 
Munsan 
and linked up with an 
American division north of Uijong- 
bu. The town is about IO miles 
south of the prewar boundary be­ 
tween North and South Korea. 
Field dispatches said Red ic- 
sistance melted. 
The 
Americans 
advanced rapidly 
despite 
soupy 
Korean mud. 
Border No Barrier 
The entire UN line drew closer 
to parallel 38. It appeared the 
allies could cross in force when­ 
ever they chose. 
On the central front an Ameri­ 
can division was reported within 
two miles of North Korea. On the 
east coast South Korean patrols 
punctured the imaginary line like 
a sieve, crossing and recrossing at 
will. 
Far East 
Naval 
headquarter! 
said South Korean troops staged a 
commando raid 50 miles north of 
the parallel Saturday. They land­ 
ed on the Wolsa peninsula and 
killed IOO Reds while capturing 
69. Then they withdrew.

Plane Vanishes 
With 53 Aboard 


Sabotage Indicated 
In Atlantic Tragedy 
SHANNON AIRPORT, Ireland 
—(ZP)—Ships and 
planes 
swept 
the North Atlantic for the fourth 
day today seeking a trace of th* 
vanished U. S. Air Force Globe- 
master and its 53 American air­ 
men. 
Speculation that the giant 
plane had 
been 
sabotaged 
ap­ 
peared in the British press. 
Officials, their hopes virtually 
dashed that any of the missing 
airmen W'ould be found alive, re­ 
mained 
silent 
concerning 
what 
might have happened to the big 
transport. 
But there 
has 
been 
speculation in British newspapers 
that it might have exploded 
in 
flight. 
The newspapers said they 
considered it odd that 
so 
few 
clues have been found in the rel­ 
atively well-traveled area of the 
Atlantic.

Granted Patent 


Device Would Speed 
Handling Of Ore 
ISHPEM ING — A 75-year-old 
retired m iner has been granted a 
patent by the U. S. Patent Office 
on a machine he Invented to speed 
up the journey of iron ore from 
the shaft to the surface. 
Called a “plat pocket loader.” 
the machine is the invention of 
W illiam Jam es Boase, 114 Cleve­ 
land St. 
According to Roase, the m achine 
will eliminate the necessity for a 
large storage pocket at the plat in 
w hich certain ores have a tendency 
to pack and delay loading into 
the m easuring pocket. 
This clogging slows production 
and adds to the cost of mining the 
ore. 
Speeds Production 
W ith 
Boase’s 
invention, 
the 
haulage system dumps the ore in­ 
to a steel-lined storage pit which 
is shallow and alongside the shaft 
side of the haulage track. 
T he loader scrapes the ore into 
the m easuring pocket 
while 
the 
skip in the shaft com partm ent is 
ascending to the surface. The pock­ 
et holds just one 
skip 
of 
ore, 
w hich is ready to be run into the 
skip on its arrival hack 
at 
the 
m outh of the measuring pocket 
from the surface. 
The invention also reduces the 
•inking of the shaft considerably 
by doing aw ay with the storage 
pocket into which 
the 
haulage 
tram car dum ps the ore. 
Boase’s loader is approxim ately 
12-feet long and runs on stand ard 
mine guage rails. Large scrapers 
which can be moved up and down 
ate on each end of the car. The 
device is run by two 250-volt DC 
motors and the scrapers are raised 
aud lowered by individual 250- 
volt DC motors. 
A M iner 58 Years 
Since he has been granted the 
patent, four firms 
interested 
in 
handling the invention have con­ 
tacted him. 
Boase says he thought of the 
need for such a machine years ago, 
and began working seriously on 
inventing one soon after his re ­ 
tirem ent four years ago. 
The elderly inventor is a veteran 
of 58 years of iron mining and was 
in charge of the m echanical and 
electrical departm ent of the Re­ 
public Steel corporation 
for 
35 
years prior to his retirem ent. 
A native of Jersey City, N. J., 
Boase came to Negaunee in 1880. 


Irwin Maier Says: 
Local Press Ownership 
Best Serves Community 


A b e e press is Hie right of the 
people, a right guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States, 
Irwin Maier, vice president and 
publisher of the Milwaukee J o u r­ 
nal, today told a joint meeting of 
the Escanaba Rotary and Kiwanis 
clubs at the House of Ludington. 
Speaking on the subject “The 
Newspaper and the Community,” 
Maier translated this right of the 
people to a free press into terms 
related to the problems of the peo­ 
ple in their everyday life to their 
community newspaper. 
“ There is one article under the 
A m endm ents of the Constitution 
that has particular application to 
my rem arks here today: 
Article I 
of the A m endm ents to the Con­ 
stitution 
of 
the 
United 
States 
reads: 
‘Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the tree 
exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech or the press; or 
the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, or to petition 
the 
government for redress of griev­ 
ances’.’’ 
Public Responsibility 
Maier said there is m isunder­ 
standing 
concerning 
what 
our 
forefathers m eant by a free press. 
“A free press is a right of the 
people. 
It is the right of the peo­ 
ple to have a free press to pub­ 
lish the news, free to express its 
opinions, even if those opinions 
are contrary to those of the leg­ 
islative, judicial or executive de­ 
partm ents of our government.” 
The new spaper 
has responsi­ 
bilities to the community, is sub­ 
ject to penalties, Maier added. As 
a business entity 
it 
must 
pay 
taxes, observe health and safety 
laws; it can be sued for libel in 
case it maliciously gives nut wrong 
information. 
In most respects it 
is subject to the same 
general 
economic controls faced by other 
businesses. 
All the News 
In a broader sense it is the func- 
tion of the new spaper in a com­ 
munity to inform the people by 
printing the news; 
to 
comment 
through m eans of editorials; and 
to entertain through means ct fea­ 
ture articles and 
pictures 
and 
comics, M aier pointed out. 
“It has often been said that a 
good new spaper in a comm unity 
m ust ’have no friends to rew ard 
and no enemies to punish’,” M aier 
said. 
“ Many of m y friends find 
it. 
hard sometimes 
to 
understand 
that factor about 
a 
newspaper. 
Because, in talking to me 
they 
criticize various news stories that 
run in The Journ al and various 
editorials which they don't like.”

The new law provides 
that three circuit judges be selected to 
serve on a grand jury. The new system has 
never been used and it is freely predicted 
that it will not be used, except perhaps in 
the most serious crime situations.

Ore Handlers Agree 


To Respond To Calls 


a temporary agreement under which Hie 
* * ii on ore handlers will report to work 
vv hen called by the Chicago and North 
\\ es tern railroad opens the way for the 
movement of ore from the Escanaba docks 
as soon as navigation conditions permit. 
In the meantime negotiations for a new 
I a hoi contract are in progress and it is 
sincerely hoped that settlement of the la­ 
bor difficulties will be forthcoming. 
The 
dispute has not caused the loss of any ore 
snipping thus far because the bay is still 
choked with ice and navigation is not pos­ 
sible. Warmer weather conditions and a 
lot of ice breaking in the harbor still is 
necessary before ore carriers can move in 
and out of the Escanaba docks. 
The need for great quantities of iron ore 
this year is intensified because of the na­ 
tions rearmament program. A goal of 8.- 
000.000 tons has been fived for the Esca­ 
naba docks, a total greater than any of the 
years of World War II and an increase of 
60(r 
over last year's tonnage from this 
port. 
The prospects for accelerated ore move 


have crowded schedules: most of them are 
overworked. It is unlikely that three cir­ 
cuit judges could be freed at any one time 
for a protracted grand jury investigation. 
Certainly it could not 
be 
accomplished 
very often, if at all. 
The 
one-man 
gland jury system was 
booted out because it was alleged that the 
system provided too much authority to a 
single person and that it encroached upon 
the 
rights 
of 
individuals. Undoubtedly 
some of the criticism against the one-man 
jury law was justified. Nevertheless, the 
record shows emphatically that the one- 
man system did ferret out crime and that 
it served the public interest and welfare. 
It 
uncovered bribery in our legislature, 
for instance, that would certainly not have 
been disclosed without a grand jury in­ 
vestigation. 
In abandoning the one-man jury sys­ 
tem. the legislature left nothing as an ef­ 
fective replacement. The Kefauver crime 
committee has shown that organized crime 
has, fastened its ugly tentacles deeply into 
the American society. 
Rep. Louis Cramton of Lapeer has in­ 
troduced a bill in the legislature to restore 
the one-man jury system in Michigan. 
A 
public hearing is scheduled for April 4 by 
the House judiciary committee. 
Whether the legislature is prepared to 
reinstate the one-man jury plan still is 
doubtful, but at least the lawmakers will 
have a new opportunity to examine the 
unfavorable situation that now exists.

One reason phoebe enjoys a home around 
a bridge is because it is forever taking a 
bain; many times it deliberately flies low 
enough to dip its wings in the water which 
it shakes off vigorously as it continues 
flying. 
Phoebe takes most of its food like other 
flycatchers b ydarting forth from a perch; 
occasionally it pokes around for a spell 
beneath a bank or among flowers or vege­ 
table rows in the garden.

By DREW PEARSON 
LONDON, 
England — The 
most

portant question I came to Europe to an­ 
swer is: Will there be war this year? Will 
Moscow strike before Western Europe can 
be rearmed? 
It still remains extremely difficult to 
answer that question, 
but 
my 
personal 
hunch is there will not be war. 
The word “hunch” is used advisedly. For 
all the ingredients are on hand to make 
war. Moscow has ample troops on the Yu­ 
goslav border to attack overnight. Moscow 
also has ample troops in Germany 
plus 
heavy concentrations of the old Nazi luft- 
waffe, plus important reserves of tanks 
and repair shops to throw us out of Ger­ 
many and march to the English channel 
in a couple of weeks. 
Futherm ore, Russian diplomats at t i t 
Paris big 4 discussions could be talking as 
Admiral Nomura talked just before Pearl 
Harbor, for the purpose of lulling us into a 
false sense of security. 
That is why I used the word "hunch.” 
For, all you can arrive at after traveling 
through Europe is a hunch. Perhaps also 
my opinion is influenced by 
a 
certain 
amount of personal optimism and the de­ 
vout hope that there will be no war. 
It 
happens that, on Dec. 5. 1941, I predicted 
in a speech at Dayton, Ohio, that we would 
have war with Japan within two weeks. 
And I could be just as wrong now as I 
was right then. 
However, here are my reasons for be­ 
lieving that Russia will not strike 
this 
year (and in my opinion if she does not 
strike this year, she will have much great­ 
er difficulty in waging war after that); 
INSIDE THE KREMLIN 
I. There appears to be uncertainty in 
the Kremlin. 
While it is impossible to know exactly 
what goes on in the Kremlin, there’s good 
reason to believe that a personal tug-of- 
war is now taking place between Soviet 
leaders as to who will succeed the aging 
Stalin. The situation is comparable to the 
days when Lenin was on his last legs and 
the bitter battle developed between Stalin 
and Trotsky as to who 
should 
succeed 
Lenin. 
The 
present battle is between ex-For- 
eign Minister Molotov on one side with 
Marshal Beria and Malenkov on the other. 
Bena controls the secret police, 
while 
Malenkov is the secretary general of the 
Communist party, and 
any 
combination 
that has the secret police on its side will 
probably win. 
The important thing, however, is that 
when top leaders are torn by personal dif­ 
ferences they usually can’t get together on 
such an important decision as making war. 
2. The atom bomb. This is still our big­ 
gest 
ace-in-the-hole 
when it comes to 
peace. Our supremacy in the production of 
A-bombs and the 
knowledge 
that 
we 
would bomb Moscow the 
minute 
war 
broke, is probably the biggesct 
deterrent 
on trigger-happiness in the Red army. 
NEAR-REVOLT BEHIND CURTAIN 
3. There is great unrest in the satellite 
states. 
I have already touched on this unrest 
in previous columns. But as a result of in­ 
terviewing escapees from Gulgaria, the 
Ukraine and Czechoslovakia I came to the 
conclusion that in case 
of 
war, 
Russia 
would have great difficulty in keeping the 
satellite countries in check. They would be 
a constant harassment and danger to her 
rear. 
One of the most interesting escapees I 
talked to had been a 
member 
of 
the 
Ukrainian underground army. He report­ 
ed that there was so much unrest in both 
Poland and Western Russia that tile bor­ 
der between Poland and Russia was now 
just as tightly closed as the border be­ 
tween Russia and the outside world. 
Furthermore it was guarded by Greek 
guerrillas chased out ol Greece by Gen. 
James 
Van 
Fleet’s 
American - trained 
Greek army Either because they had no 
place to 
go or because the Kremlin didn’t 
trust its 
own troops, 
these Greek guer­ 
rillas are now stationed in 
a zone nine 
kilometers wide to prevent intercourse be­ 
tween two supposedly friendly Communist 
states—Poland and Russia. 
My Ukrainian informant explained that 
this was because many people in Western 
Russia, probably of Polish birth, had tried 
to escape into Poland. Also he said that 
when Ukrainian underground fighters got 
into trouble in their own country, hither­ 
to they had escaped 
into Poland 
or 
Czechoslovakia. Now, however, these bor­ 
ders aie closed and it is more difficult to 
dodge the Russian police. 
He also reported that Chinese work bat­ 
talions had been brought all the way from 
across Siberia to work in Russia.

You can see it with your own 
eyes any night if you drive out 
on Route 66 between Chicago and 
St Louis. You’ll see huge loaded 
trailers roaring along not uncom­ 
fortably close to your lenders, but 
aboard flat cars rolling over the 
rails of the 
Chicago & 
Eastern 
Illinois Railroad which parallels 
the highway. 
You can see similar sights in 
the East, along lines of the 
New 
York, New Haven & Hartford; in 
the West on tracks of the Denver 
& Rio Grande Western; or here 
in the Midwest 
along 
the Bur­ 
lington Route. 
The Latest 
C. ic E. I. is the latest road to 
try this novel method, though the 
New Haven has been doing more 
and more of it ever since 1937. 
The Rio Grande provides a good 
example 
of 
how 
the 
service 
woiks. It hauls trailers owned by 
Safeway Stores between Denver 
and Grand Junction. There, Sale- 
way trucks pick up the trailers 
and 
distribute 
goods 
through 
Western Colorado. 
The 
return 
movement for The Rio Grande is 
mostly 
empty 
trailers, 
though 
fruits and vegetables are loaded 
back to Denver in season. 
The head of a big motor car- 
l ier terms the 
scheme “a 
good 
compromise” for combining 
the 
cheap bulk haul of the railroad 
with the greater flexibility of the 
truck. 
Says one rail executive, "ll we 
can’t lick ’em, we’ll join ’em ” He 
means that the 
motor 
carriers’ 
share of inter-city freight volume 
reached 14.6 per 
cent 
in 
1949, 
whereas in 1945 it was only 7.5 
per cent. Figures aren’t in yet for 
1950, but the trucks are thought 
to have increased their business 
even further at the

of 
the railroads. 
Fay Watson, president

I railroads will move trailers by 
Hat cars.” 
The Opposition 
But most railroads 
still 
look 
with a jaundiced eye on anything 
so "faddish” as hauling trucks by 
train. The roads have never, for 
instance, been 
willing 
to 
take 
over operation of 
such 
special 
services as Pullmans and refri­ 
gerator cars. Some of them even 
moved slowly in 
adopting 
such 
improvements as diesel locomo­ 
tives. Their’s is a conservative in­ 
dustry. 
As for the new system, some 
rail men say interchange 
prob­ 
lems may limit it. Hauls are now 
made only between points on one 
road. Delays and extra costs from 
switching cars to other connect­ 
ing roads 
may 
pose 
insoluble 
problems 
to 
rail-trailer 
ship­ 
ments they say. 
For the immediate future, the 
defense program is keeping most 
Hat cars so busy that the rails j 
don't have to look for new busi- j 
ness.

It’s Simple 
Physically, the trailer-rail 
op­ 
eration is simple. A loaded truck 
nailer is driven up a ramp onto 
a flat car. The business end of 
the rig is unhooked and driven 
away. The trailer’s 
wheels 
are 
blocked and the trailer fastened 
to the car w'ith chains. Generally 
two 25-toot trailers are loaded to 
each car. 
At its destination city, the trail­ 
er is unloaded from the car hitch­ 
ed to another tractor, and driven 
away to the p la n t, store or ware­ 
house that ordered the goods in 
the first place. 
There are a lot of reasons why 
railroads can set rates for haul­ 
ing trailers that are lower than 
inc costs a trucker would have to 
pay if he did the hauling himself. 
But cost factors are only part of 
the story. 
Truckers, for instance find they 
can ignore state 
restrictions 
on 
load weights, a constant irritation 
to 
over-the-road 
shippers. 
As 
Harry Snure, 
vice 
president 
of 
the American Carloading Corp. in 
Detroit puts it: "Why worry about 
state laws when you can pack a 
t-ailer to its roof and simply load 
it on a flat car ” 
Truckers’ Calculations 
Truck companies don’t want to 
give figures on what they save by 
using flat car service. 
But 
here 
are # few of the considerations: i 


Of the total costs of running a 
truck, about 60 per cent are es­ 
timated to be over-the-road costs. 
These have been mounting stead­ 
ily. In 1948, according to the In­ 
terstate Commerce 
Commission, 
vehicle-mile cost for trucks up­ 
datin g in the Midwest 
was 
25 
cents; ifs certainly higher now. 
A driver costs the trucker 5 'n 
•ents a mile. Tile rest is gas, oil, 
maintenance, 
depreciation, 
and 
insurance. 
Most 
of these 
are 
either eliminated or sharply re­ 
duced by shipping on flat cars. 
From the viewpoint of the rails 
that use the system, there are also 
advantages. A significant 
one is 
more intensive use of cars. Haul­ 
ing trailers, a flat car is in near­ 
ly constant use since it hauls lull 
trailer* 
in 
one direction 
and 
empty ones in the other. 
By contrast, the average freight 
car in ordinary service 
is 
pro­ 
ducing revenue only about hall 
the time, according to I. C. C. 
figures. Average 
"turn-around” 
of a freight car has recently bpen 
about 13 days, while flat cars in 
trailer service on the New' Haven 
and on the Chicago Great West­ 
ern usually make a round trip cv* 
cry 48 hours. 
Besides this the rails don't have 
to spend time or money soliciting 
the business; tho 
truckers 
just 
bring it in. Traffic also comes toi 
the roads in carload lots, which 
makes it more profitable for them 
than less-than-car-load business.

Industry Flars Plot 
To Circumvent Law 
By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON — T h e 
only 
prospect that the stabilizers and 
the price controllers hold out is 
Rough weather ahead. W hat has 
to be done to bring the economy 
under control is so obvious and 
yet at the present moment it ap­ 
pears impossible to achieve. 
Each element—farm er , 
labor 
businessmen—must be made to ac­ 
cept restraint. That is an im pera­ 
tive if there is to be any control. 
And in the view of those grap 
pling with the inflationary spiral 
the hope of bringing this about is 
less than it was three months ago. 
For, curously enough, the im 
pression has got abroad that the 
w orst is over. Economic Stabiliz­ 
er Erie Johnston and those around 
him believe that in all probabili 
ty just the opposite is true. With 
contracts now being let at the rate 
of $5 billions a month, the big 
bite of the rearm am ent program 
has scarcely begun to be felt. The 
inflation thus far, in the opinion 
of those dealing with the problem, 
has been caused largely by specu 
lative buying and direct m ilitary 
purchase. 
Selfish Interests 
Even within the adm inistration 
the effort to get agreement seems 
at times impossible. The rival for­ 
ces—labor, business, agriculture— 
have their representatives at the 
top level. And these representa­ 
tives go right on working to pro­ 
tect the special interests of their 
groups. Ifs enough to make a sta­ 
bilizer’s hair turn white. 
How it will end no one ventures 
to predict. But there is a possibili­ 
ty of far more serious d is ru p ­ 
tion than we have seen thus far; 
perhaps large-scale strikes. Some 
are coming to believe this is in­ 
evitable before there can be a 
showdown. It is hardly necessary 
to add that such a development 
would not contribute to national 
unity. 
Several hundred trade union of­ 
ficials who met here this week 
heard a number of angry speeches 
from their top leaders. Big busi­ 
ness and record profits were de­ 
nounced in language that has been 
used only rarely since the late 
'thirties when the mass unions 
were being formed. 
Expires June 30 
Now they have gone home and 
their assignment is to bring every 
possible pressure on Congress to 
get a new stabilization law satis­ 
factory to organized labor. The 
present law, bitterly assailed at 
the two-day meeting, expires on 
June 30. One of the main objec­ 
tives is to get written into law a 
provision for an enlarged wage 
stabilization board 
that 
would 
have jurisdiction over all wage 
disputes. 
This is precisely the sticking 
point that has kept labor and in­ 
dustry from agreement under the 
present 
statute. 
Industry 
su­ 
spects a plot to supercede the 
Taft-H artley act with a board that 
would circumvent the law. Labor 
fears that industry’s aim is to get 
wages frozen and then enforce 
the freeze with the hated injunc­ 
tion provisions of Taft-H artley.

Both Might Benefit 
From Cooperation 
By ROGER W. BABSON 
BABSON 
PARK, 
Fla.—Closer 
cooperation between business and 
education may save our private 
institutions of higher learning and, 
at the same time, bring about in­ 
creased profits for business. Edu­ 
cation and business, working hand 
in hand, can also make them­ 
selves of greater value to the 
country in 
this 
national 
emer­ 
gency. 
Business Needs College 
One of the soundest ways to 
preserve private enterprise is to 
give financial aid to young and 
needy potential business execu­ 
tives studying in colleges which 
are especially appreciative of Am­ 
erican business and sympathetic 
to its problems. 
Most profession­ 
al colleges of business have this 
point of view. Young men there­ 
in educated are of especial value 
to business. 
They not only learn 
specialized techniques; but they 
also acquire a sound philosophy' of 
American 
business. 
Business 
needs such young men. 
Business also needs the brains 
and research facilities of the col­ 
leges. 
Many small and middle- 
sized companies cannot hope, by 
themselves, to keep pace with the 
research of big business; but by 
pooling their efforts with the col­ 
leges, their usefulness and profits 
can be increased. 
Business pro­ 
vides the funds: the colleges pro­ 
vide the research laboratories. 
College Needs Business 
In these times of partial mobil­ 
ization and declining enrollments, 
the college needs the help of busi­ 
ness. Education is the bulwark of 
democracy. 
If America is to win 
the battle of ideologies, it will be 
by brains,—not by brawn. 
The 
survival of private enterprise is, 
therefore, closely tied to the sur­ 
vival of our educational institu­ 
tions. 
To survive, 
our 
colleges 
greatly need the financial support 
of business, which should feel ob­ 
ligated to help keep our system of 
higher education strong. 
Colleges today are in a precar­ 
ious position. They are victims of 
a war-time economy. 
With de­ 
creased income from tuitions and 
inflated costs of operation, plus 
being 
buildings-and-land 
poor, 
with income from endowments in­ 
adequate, 
colleges 
are 
having 
rough going. 
Some already oper­ 
ating in the red. 
Many more will 
lose money next year. 
A cooper­ 
ative venture 
between 
business 
and education is, therefore, an in­ 
telligent solution to many of the 
problems of both groups. 
Ways Of Cooperation 
Many colleges are already doing 
• vast amount of 
technical 
re- 
searcch for Government and Busi­ 
ness: Boston University in optics; 
Georgia Tech in Aeronautical ^En­ 
gineering; University of Califor­ 
nia in goods; University of Wis­ 
consin in Naval Research; Stan­ 
ford in radio; Michigan State in 
fuel; Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology’ 
in 
manufacturing; 
Babson Institute in marketing,— 
to mention a very few. 
Other possible areas of cooper­ 
ation are workshop seminars for 
top management. 
These are cus­ 
tom-built courses of short dura­ 
tion to meet specific industry and 
company problems 
in 
consumer 
research, marketing, advertising, 
product development, taxes, etc. 
Refresher group conferences 
for 
foremen, sales managers, bankers, 
and accountants can do much to 
keep both business and education 
on their toes. 
Financial Engineering 
Yale University has pointed the 
way in research in labor relations 
with its Labor-Management Cen­ 
ter. 
Whole new areas are prac­ 
tically unexplored,—such as atom­ 
ic warfare, business decentraliza­ 
tion and traffic problems. 
Other 
areas are job evaluation, job sat­ 
isfaction, 
corporation 
conduct, 
public 
relations, 
organizational 
communication, corporate finance 
and statistics. 
The subject of taxes alone offers 
rich possibilities for business-col­ 
legiate cooperation. 
Taxes have 
become far greater than a legal 
question. 
We have in the U.S.A. 
one 
of 
the 
strongest 
potential 
working teams any country has 
ever known: the research facili­ 
ties of education and the wealth 
facilities of business. 
In harness 
together they can become inval­ 
uable helpmates. Now is the time 
to build our team and keep our 
country strong.

Frauds Collect 
Millions In U. S. 


Suckers Drop Over 
$52,000,000 Yearly 


(B y The Associated Pre**) 
The St. Louis Star-Times says 
guillible Americans are pouring 
more than $52,000,000 a year into 
a bottomless pit of speculation in 
Canadian mining and oil ventures. 
It describes Toronto, Ontario, as 
the 
center 
from 
which 
golden 
promises 
of quick 
gain 
entice 
American dollars and asserts the 
Canadian city is headquarters “for 
one of the biggest stock frauds in 
the world today.” 
How is it done? 
Like this, says the Star-Times: 
Fast-talking, word-weaving pro­ 
motors by direct telephone calls 
and 
flamboyant literature offer 
Americans chances in the form of 
stock at 20 to 30 cents a share on 
finding gold, silver, cobalt, tanta­ 
lum, 
uranium 
and 
oil 
in 
the 
“moose pastures of Canada.” 
(Tantalum is a semi-precious, 
.silvery metal used chiefly in elec­ 
tronic vacuum tubes, chemical ap­ 
paratus, and in surgical applica­ 
tions for skull plates, suture wires 
and operating instruments. 
The 
United States imports most of its 
supply.) 
Specific promotions have been 
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found lo be based on misrepresen­ 
tations and the stock Is sold in 
violation of United States securi­ 
ties laws. 
The promotions are found to be 
of doubtful value or no value be­ 
cause (I) the amount of money 
obtained through stock sales is not 
enough to develop the property on 
the initial capitalization. 
(2) 
If 
riches are struck, the subscriber 
is squeezed out by recapitaliza­ 
tion which reduces his holdings 
to a 
fraction of their original 
worth. 
(3) 
In many instances 
the potentialities of mining pro­ 
perties described in prospectuses 
are grossly exaggerated. 
“While the mail order promot­ 
ers offer Americans ‘rich oppor­ 
tunities’ to make money, investi­ 
gation in Toronto shows that the 
only one who profits is the pro­ 
moter. 
Most of the mining he 
does is kl the suckers’ wallet,” 
says the Star-Times.

BOSTON—(ZI’)—Edward 
Trow­ 
bridge (Eddie) Collins, 63, a big 
name in baseball for 45 years, died 
last night of a heart condition 
which had benched him off and 
on for several years. 
Death came to the hall of fame 
vice president of the Boston Red 
Sox at Betel- Bent Brigham hospi­ 
tal where he was admitted March 
IO with a recurrence of the mal­ 
ady. 
It occurred less than two months 
after his last public appearance, 
Feb. I, when baseball writers hon- 
I ored him at their dinner “for long, 
meritorious service” to the sport. 
Joined Red Sox 
He left his beloved Philadelphia 
Athletics, with whom he broke 
into the game in 1906 while a 
Columbia university student, to 
join Tom Yawkey when the mil­ 
lionaire 
sports 
enthusiast 
and 
business man, bought the mori­ 
bund Sox. 
Collins participated in six World 
Series, played more games than 
any other second baseman in base­ 
ball history and was elected to tile 
great sport’s hall of fame in 1939. 
He compiled a .333 batting aver­ 
age in 25 years of active play. 
His is the first death among the 
members of Connie Mack’s fabu­ 
lous $100,000 infield w'hich was 
broken up after the 1914 season 
when 
Boston’s 
miracle 
Braves 
whipped the A’s in four straight 
world series games. 
Known As “Cocky” 
The other members were first 
baseman Stuffy Mclnnis, now Har­ 
vard baseball 
coach, 
shortstop 
Jack Barry who 
coaches 
Holy 
Cross and third baseman Frank 
“Home Run” Baker, now a Trappe, 
Md., farmer. 
Collins, known as “Cocky” to 
oldtime baseball figures, was born 
in Millerton, N. Y., May 2, 1887. 
He came inip his own in 1909 
when Connie Mack assigned him 
to second base after experiment­ 
ing with him at shortstop and in 
the outfield. 
He batted .346 that season and 
dropped below the 
magic 
.300 
figure only in 1917-1918. 
His batting average 
for 
six 
world series was .330. He played 
in foul- with Philadelphia and two 
with the Chicago White Sox to 
whom he was sold for the then 
amazing price of $50,000 in 1914. 
Holds Many Records 
He holds many baseball records, 
played the most games, 2,651 (477 
consecutive), most putouts, 6.527, 
assists 1,629 and most chances ac­ 
cepted 14,156.

His other immediate survivor is 
Eddie, jr., an executive with the 
Philadelphia Phillies who played 
briefly as an outfielder with the 
Athletics.
